Yftnkeo Windmill*. 


Windmills arc sold at prices regula­ 
ted by the diam eter of the big wheel, 
and these wheels are usually made of 
fixed sizes. 
Thin the smallest size 
usually has a wheel 8J feet in diameter. 
It will raise in Hie course of the day 
3.000 gallons of water into a tank 25 
feet above the level of the water source. 
Such a windmill will cost $150, includ­ 
ing a plain tower or derrick to support 
i t 
That is about the right thing for 
the ordinary farm. 
Where there is 
plenty of slock to water, and the far­ 
mer wants to keep a big tank lilied in 
the top of tho house for the benefit of 
the women folks, he may put in a 10- 
foot mill, or even one that has a 12- 
foot wheel. The 10-foot mill will pump 
9.000 gallons of water 25 feet high in a 
day, and will cost $180, while the 12- 
foot wheel will raise 16,'OO gallons of 
water, and will cost him $210. Farmers 
generally, even dairy farmers, do not 
care for much larger wheels; blit man­ 
ufacturers turn out mills with wheels 
14, 16, 18, 20, and 25 feet in diameter. 
The western railroads buy a great 
many of these mills. In tho east steam 
engines fill the water tanks from which 
tho locomotives draw their supplies, 
but on the prairies, where the wind 
never ceases to blow, the railroad men 
can rely on the windmills, which cost 
less to run, although the big ones are 
expensive to buy. 
The largest size 
costs $1,200, but it will raise 100,000 
gallons of w ater a day. 
Although 
scores of patents have been issued on 
windmills, there is no great difference 
between the various makes so far as an 
ordinary observer can see. 
Instead of 
the four picturesque arms and broad 
sails that furnish power to the old-style 
Holland mills and those that attract 
tho eye all over the world, the Ameri­ 
can mill has a wheel that looks like a 
circular window shutter, the narrow 
wooden slats of which radiate from 
near tho center. The shaft of the wheel 
runs across bearings on top of the 
tower, and beyond that is the big fan 
which keeps the wheel faced toward 
tho wind. 
There is one wheel made of 
iron. a sort of a wind turbine, that is 
popular also. 
About the queerest use 
ever made of the old style grain-grind­ 
ing mills is to be seen near Southamp­ 
ton, on Long Island. 
A summer resi­ 
dent has built a Queen Anne addition 
to one, and uses tho combination as a 
summer residence. 
Windmills are no 
longer of any use for anything but 
pumping, but for that they are about 
perfection. 
Ohio and Illinois have the 
largest factories for turning out wind­ 
mills. 
In addition to the home m arket 
there is a good sale in South America 
and elsewhere abroad.—N. Y. Sun.

ta ste. 
But he should realize the fact 
th a t planting requires thou ght aiel 
study, and ne should know th a t the 
haphazard planting of trees in his 
door-yard is n ot necessarily ornam en­ 
tal *n■ useful. 
T o give full instruction 
on this p oin t would be to write a trea­ 
tise on la n d sc a p e'art. 
It will suffice

N orth D a k o ta the num ber of inh abitants 
reported is 152,199, against 50,1(55 in 
1880, an increase of 450, per cent. 
The 
num ber of farms is 32,505, against 
4,021 
five years ago. The last census gave North 
D akota only forty-five m anufacturing es­ 
tablishm ents, while the one just finished 
shows 012. 
Not withstariding the increase 
of 450 per cent in population, the num ber 
of deat lis has increased b u t 75 per cent, 
720 being reported for last year, while the 
census of 1880 gives 426 in 
the northern 
p a rt of the territo ry . 
There are 1,488 ex- 
Union an d 20 ex-confederate soldiers. 
The 
first count of the South D ak o ta returns 
shows a to ta l p opulation of 2 6 1,560, which,

having undertaken to guide the Span­ 
iards by u path then unknown to the 
English, 5uo troops followed him one 
dark night, and crept silently to a hol­ 
low called the Si licit a, or little chair, 
and thence to the s gn.il station, where 
they slew 
the 
guard. 
There they 
awaited re enforcements from below; 
these, however, were delayed, and the 
garrison m eanwhile were aroused, and, 
sallying forth, drove back the invaders.

astronomy’, and superstition in addi­ 
tion to their politics.

Allegations Refuted.

made the parties were taken to St.

Inquiry 
into

matter by a Pioneer Press reporter 
yesterday

out the fact 
that the charge was utterly with­ 
out 
foundation. 
United 
States 
District Attorney Starles on being 
questioned said there was nothing 
to 
the 
charge. 
The 
evidence 
against persons selling liquor to 
Indisns was 
secured 
by special 
agents appointed by the govern­ 
ment and net the marshal, 
The 
warrants are made by his direction 
and placed in the hands of the 
marshal to serve. They were made 
returnable before a commissioner, 
and the marshal simply did his 
duty in serving them and return­ 
ing the prisoner as directed in the 
warrant. 
No marshal or deputy 
fever leaves the office 
without a 
warrant in his possession as the 
reeords will show. 
The attorney 
also stated that the persons arrest­ 
ed charged with selling liquor to 
Indians 
were 
almost invariably 
convicted of the charge. 
The gen­ 
eral impression seems to be that 
the 
alleged 
charges 
are 
made 
simply to create a feeling, and, 
if possible cause a removal of the 
present officials in order to fnake 
room 
those with other political 
convictions. 
Marshal Denny de­ 
nies emphatically that spotters are 
ever employed to work up cases. 
As far as he is concerned it is his 
duty 
merely to serve warrants, 
and the warrants never originated 
in his department.— Pioneer Press.

W indmills arc sold at prices regula­ 
ted by the diam eter of the big wheel, 
and these wheel* are usually m ade of 
fixed sizes. 
Thus the sm allest size 
usually has a wheel 8J feet in diameter. 
It will raise in the course of the day 
3.000 gallon* of w ater into a tank 25 
feet above the level of the w ater source. 
Such a windmill will cost $150, includ­ 
ing a plain tower or derrick to support 
it. 
T h at is about the right thing for 
the ordinary farm. 
W here there is 
plenty of stock to water, and the far­ 
mer w ants to keep a big tank filled in 
the top of tho house for the benefit of 
the women folk*, he may put in a 10- 
foot mill, or even one that has a 12- 
foot wheel. The 10-foot mill will pum p 
9.000 gallons of w ater 25 feet high in a 
day, and will cost $180, while the 12- 
foot wheel will raise 16,' (X) gallons of 
water, and will cost him $210. la rm e rs 
geuerally, even dairy farmers, do not 
care for m uch larger wheels; but m an­ 
ufacturers turn out mills with wheels 
14, 16, 18, 20, and 25 feet in diameter. 
The western railroads buy a great 
m any of these mills. In tho east steam 
engines fill the w ater tanks from which 
tho locomotivos draw their supplies, 
but on the prairies, where the wind 
never ceases to blow, the railroad men 
can rely on the windmills, which cost 
less to run, although the big ones are 
exponsive to buy. 
The largest size 
costs $1,200, but it will raise 100,000 
gallons of w ater a day. 
Although 
scores of patents havo been issued on 
windmills, there is no great difference 
between the various m akes so far as an 
ordinary observer can see. 
Instead of 
tho four picturesque arm s and broad 
sails th a t furnish power to the old-style 
H olland mills and those th at attract 
tho eye all over the world, the A m eri­ 
can mill has a wheel th at looks like a 
circular window shutter, the narrow 
wooden slats of which radiate from 
near tho center. The shaft of the wheel 
runs across bearings on top of the 
tower, and beyond th at is the big fan 
which keeps the wheel faced tow ard 
tho wind. 
There is one wheel m ade of 
iron, a sort of a wind turbine, th a t is 
popular also. 
About the queerest use 
ever m ade of the old style grain -g rin d ­ 
ing mills is to be seen near S outham p­ 
ton, on L ong Island. 
A sum m er resi­ 
dent has built a Queen Anne addition 
to one, and uses the com bination as a 
sum m er residence. 
W indmills are no 
longer of any use for anything but 
pum ping, but for that they are about 
perfection. 
Ohio and Illinois have the 
largest factories for tu rning out wind­ 
mills. 
In addition to the homo m arket 
there is a good salo in South A m erica 
and elsewkoro abroad.— N. Y. Sun.

ment^, and t hey were full of astrology, 
astronomy, and superstition in addi­ 
tion to their politics.

The Strength of Gibraltar. 
French and Spanish troops, 40,000 
in number, for four long years, from 
June 1770, 
till 
February, 17*3, be- 
leagurcd the fortress of Gibraltar, then 
held by Gen. Eiiot, with a garrison of 
7,000 men. 
The enem y erected bat­ 
teries ligh t across the sandy isthmus, 
while in the bay they had forty-seven 
sh ps of the line and ten “ battering 
ships,” besides countless lesser craft. 
One night the rock narrowly escaped 
being taken by surprise. 
A goatherd 
having undertaken to guide the Span­ 
iards by a path then unknown to the 
English, 500 troops followed him one 
dark night, and crept silently to a hol­ 
low called the Silletta, or little chair, 
and thence to the signal station, where 
they slew 
the 
guard. 
There they 
awaited re enforcements from below; 
these, however, were delayed, and the 
garrison m eanwhile were aroused, and, 
sallying; forth, drove back the invaders. 
The Silleta was immediately filled 
ii}) and the path utterly destroyed and 
made inaccessible, and the siege wore 
on through weary mouths. 
At last a 
furious general attack was m et by an 
incessant fire of red-hot balls on the 
en em y’s fleet 
(tive 
thousand 
were 
thrown in one day), till at length the 
battering ships took lire, as, ow ing to 
the thickness of their timbers, the red- 
hot balls sank deep into the wood ami 
could not 
bo dislodged. 
The scene 
that ensued in the darkness of that 
terrible night must have been awful 
indeed; and so fearful were the groans 
and shrieks of the wounded and dying 
that brave Englishmen forbore to let 
their foes perish in the flames, and 
ventured to their rescue, the marine 
brigade being foremost m this work of 
mercy, which added fresh laurels to 
their victory. 
It was said that in this 
engagem ent the Spaniards lost three 
thousand men, while the garrison hail 
only sixteen killed, and the dam age 
done to the fortress was repaired in a 
few hours. 
A few days later a form id- 
. able English licet cam e to the relief of 
itude, etc., etc. j tin* town, the siege was raised, and 
the meridian of 
, Britain once more left in undisputed 
possession of tlie stronghold, which, in 
the days ot Queen Anne, she had a c ­ 
quired as a sart of luckpenny, while 
lighting on behalf of the Archduke 
Charles, in whose name it had been 
se zed b> Sir George ltooke, July 24, 
170 4, who surprised it when garrisoned 
by only e ghty men. 
Ot course, our 
holding Gibraltar is an arrangem ent 
about as pleasant for Spain as it would 
be to England to see a French garrison 
in full possession of Dover castle and 
fortifying impregnable 
galleries 
in 
Shakspeare’s cliff, beneath the protec­ 
tion of which all manner of sm ugglers 
might find safety, whereas any rash 
revenue cutter venturing within range 
would be forthwith lired at and prob­ 
ably sunk. 
N o wonder that Spain 
would fain reclaim tliis heaven-built 
bulwark of her shores.--7A Igraviu,
